There lins been a change of govern­ 
ment. 
It began two years ago, when 
the house of representatives became 
Dem ocratic by a decisive m ajority. 
It 
has now been completed. 
The senate 
about to assemble w ill also be Demo­ 
cratic. 
The offices of president and 
vice president have been put into the 
hands of Democrats. 
W h a t does the 
change m ean? 
That is the question 
that is uppermost iii our minds today. 
That is the question I am going to try 
J to answer, in order, if I may, to inter- 
1 pret the occasion. 
It means much more than the mere 
success of a party. 
The success of a 
party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. 
No one can mis­ 
take the purpose for w hich the nation 
now seeks to use the Dem ocratic party. 
It seeks to use it to interpret a change 
in its own plans and point of view . 
Some old things w ith which we bad 
grown fam iliar and which had begun 
to creep into the very habit of our 
thought and of our lives have altered 
their aspect as w*e have latterly looked 
critically upon them with fresh, aw ak­ 
ened eyes; have dropped their disguises 
and shown themselves alien and sin­ 
ister. 
Some now things as w e look 
frankly upon them. w illing to compre­ 
hend their' real character, have come 
to assume the aspect of things long be­ 
lieved in and fam iliar, stuff of our own 
convictions.

W e see that in many things life 
is very great.

“ How do we feel?” 
“ Pretty tolerably good, than!' you: in fart, the air seems very much 
purified sine.* noon today.” 
Take off your hats! 
Democracy pure and simple is in the saddle, with President 
Wilson 
holding the reins. 
Hip! Hip! H urrah! 
It has been sixteen long years since democracy has had much else 
than husks to feed upon. 
But now s h e lias come* into her own, so again 
we say, Hurrah! 
President Wilson has been in the public eye as a real factor in politics 
a very short time. 
It is less than Hirer* years since he made his first cam ­ 
paign speech as a candidate. 
He is unique iii politics from the fact that 
he came into public view in middle HR' with his political philosophy fully 
formed. 
He mastered the subject of governm ent not 
from a theortical 
but 
from the practical side. 
Long before lie was called from his study to tile 
governorship of New* Jersey he had certain definite and fixed opinions con­ 
cerning both rational and state government. 
These fixed ideas of ais had 
been formed after years of constant study and Uh* closest investigation. 
As a mere youth he determined to h a v e iiis part in shaping of state and 
national destinies. 
It is said of him that as a student iii Princeton he was in no sense a 
“dig" and seemed to have no particular ambition in his college studies, 
but he devoted every energy to the tra in in g o f his mind as an authority 
<ui g o v e r n m e n t 
Ut* never at any tim e wrote his speeches out, except on 
very rare occasions, when he desired to be verbally exact. 
This was the case with his speech accepting the nomination for the 
presidency. 
This he wrote out in shorthand. 
It is, therefore, not surprising th a t the people of New Jersey, realizing 
tile m anner >f man they had m their midst, chose him to serve them as 


11*♦ *ir governor.

During IU- campaign for governor lie insisted th a t the people were 
Hie boss an I In* their servant, and th a t a 1! he wanted to know wa* what 
the people* wanted.

As a result of their demands lie brought about in New Jersey a re­ 
form of tho election laws so as to prevent corruption and make possible 
more direct popular rule; a better regulation of corporations; a working­
